For other persecutions there is 
always a semblance, at least, of 
an excuse. White people have some- 


times lynched. negroes, Catholics 
and Protestants have persecuted 
each other. But Jews are not hated 
because of sex crime against Gen- 
tile women which occasionally oc- 
cur with negroes against white 
women and girls. Jews have made 
no inroads on Catholics like re- 
forming Protestants have. And 
Jews have never persecuted Gen- 
tiles like Catholics have persecuted 
Protestants. Jews attend to their 
own religion and do no mission 
work among others. The only per- 
secution Jews are guilty of is that 
Orthodox Jews persecute a Jew 
who becomes .a Christian and tries 
to win other Jews. They never 


not ban Gentiles from their col- 
leges, their hotels, their businesses, 
as Gentiles do the Jews. Some 
Jews are Communists, but relative. 
ly few of them. The most dan- 
gerous radicals in America are not 
Jews. Those who have done the 
most to break down American in- 
stitutions and encourage radicalism 
such as Mooney in the California 
prison; Bridges, the Australian- 
American labor leader; John L. 
Lewis of the C. I. O.; Governor 


'minded and upright citizens of my 


city, my state and the nation are 
Jews. They are patriotic, gener- 
ous, unselfish, philanthropic, 
whole-hearted Americans in their 
outlook. The accident that Joseph 
Stalin is a Jew is small excuse for 
the hellish persecution of Jews in 
Germany and the age-long hate 
and mistreatment of Jews by Gen- 
tiles. 

It is obvious then that there are 
unseen forces working. Satan under 
the surface is carrying out a defi- 
nite plan to destroy the Jews.

the seed of Abraham, of the 
tribe of Benjamin. 

“2. God hath not cast away 
his people which he foreknew.” 
The entire eleventh chapter of 

Romans is written to show that 
though temporarily God is saving 
more Gentiles, and using more 
Gentiles than Jews, yet eventually 
God will restore the Jewish nation 
to favor. Romans 11:25-29 says: 


“For I would not, brethren, 
that ye should be ignorant of 
this mystery, lest ye should 
be wise in your own conceits; 
that blindness in part is hap- 
pened to Israel, until the full- 
ness of the Gentiles be come in. 

“26. And so all Israel shall be 
saved; as it is written, There 
shall come out of Sion the 
Deliverer, and shall turn away 
ungodliness from Jacob; 

“27. For this is my covenant 
unto them, when I shall take 
away their sims. 

“28. Ags concerning the gos- 
pel, they are enemies for your 
sakes; but as touching the 
election, they are beloved for 
the fathers’ sakes. 

“29. For the gifts and call- 
ing of God are without repent- 
ance.” 

According to this New Testa- 
ment passage, the following facts 
stand out: 

1. God has not cast away Israel 
the nation that He foreknew. 
Knowing the outcome from the be- 
ginning, God chose Israel. 

2. Blindness in part is happened 
to Israel for a season only. 

3. Then all the nation left alive 
will be saved. 

4. They are beloved in God’s 
sight for the sake of the Jewish 
fathers from Abraham on down. 


o. God has never repented of His 
gifts to Israel and His calling of 
Israel. 

Therefore the Old Testament 
covenants with Israel still stand. 
Israel is as much “the chosen peo- 
ple” as they ever were. God's 
plans for Israel are unchanged. 

This . separation of the Jewish 
people to a position of special bless- 
ing’ and usefulness was first made

known to Abraham in Genesis 12: 
2, 3, where God told him: 

“2. And I will make of thee 
a great nation, and I will bless 
thee, and make thy name 
great; and thou shalt be a 
blessing ; 

“3. And I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse him 
that curseth thee; and in thee 
shall all families of the earth 
be blessed.” 


Let ali who are tempted to per- 
secute or think evil of Jews note 
this plain statement from God, “I 
will bless them that bless thee, and 
curse him that curseth thee.’’ God 
is speaking to Abraham for him- 
self and for his seed. God will bless 
those that bless the Jews. He will 
curse those that curse the Jews, 
that has been so in the past. When 
Balaam the covetous prophet would 
have cursed the nation Israel, God 
turned his curse into a blessing. 
When Goliath the giant cursed and 
taunted Israel, God slew him by 
the stone from the sling of the 
shepherd lad, David. When Sen- 
nacherib with his mighty army sur- 
rounded Jerusalem and boasted 
against the Jews, 185,000 men were 
slain in the night by the angel of 
the Lord. When Haman the wicked 
courtier in the Persian court 
planned to destroy the entire race, 
he was hanged upon his own scaf- 
fold. Spain once drove Jews from 
her borders and became a third- 
rate power. Wherever Christian 
people have persecuted Jews, there 
Christianity has dried up and be- 
come Christian in name only. The 
hatred fomented against Jews by 
Greek Catholics under the reign of 
the Czars doubtless led to the ruin 
that is Russia today. God has 
promised that He will bless those 
that bless the Jews and curse them 
that curse the Jews! And remem- 
ber that the gifts and calling of 
God are without repentance and 
God has not cast away His people 
which He foreknew. Hitler, Mus- 
solini and other dictators on until 
that giant despot, the Man cf Sin 
shall bare his ugly head as fore- 
told in the Bible, will damn their 
empires and wreck their hopes be- 
cause of the curse of God on Jew- 
haters! 


Among those gifts and callings 
of God concerning which He never 
repents or changes His mind is a 
covenant which He made with 
Abraham concerning the land of 
Palestine. In Genesis 13:14, 15, we 
have this covenant stated: 

“And the Lord said 
Abram, after that Lot was 
separated from him, Lift up 
now thine eyes, and look from 
the. place where thou art north- 
ward, and southward, and east- 
ward; and westward; 

“For all the land which thou 
seest to thee will I give it, and 
to thy seed for ever.” 

Then God promised to make the 
seed of Abraham as the dust of 
the earth for number, and in verse 
17 of the same chapter, He said, 

“Arise, walk through the 


unto 


land in the length of it and in 

the breadth of it; for I will 

give it unto thee.” 

The land of Palestine and Syria 
is to be an everlasting possession 
of Abraham and his seed. 

The same thing is stated again 
in Genesis 17:7, 8: 

“And I will establish my 
covenant between me and thee 
and thy seed after thee im 
their generations for an ever- 
lasting covenant, to be a God 
unto thee, and to thy seed after 
thee. 

“And I will give unto thee, 
and to thy seed after thee, the 
land wherein thou art a stran- 
ger, all the land of Canaan, for 
an everlasting possession; and 
I will be their God.” 

Notice first that it is a definite 
earthly land “all the land of Ca-

Abraham. Notice next that the 
promise igs yet future, “I will give 
unto thee.” Notice, third, that that 
land is to be an everlasting posses- 
sion. God cannot break such an 
unconditional and eternal covenant. 
That promise still stands. God has 
not cast away His people which He 
foreknew. 


God's Covenant With David 

Since God’s covenant with Israel 
still stands, then a Jewish king 
must reign in Palestine. God prom- 
ised David that He would make 
him a-kingly line or dynasty or

“house” and that the throne of his 
kingdom at Jerusalem should be es- 
tablished forever. The promise in 
II Samuel 7:13 says concerning the 
throne of David and his son, Solo- 
mon, “I will stablish the throne 
of his kingdom forever,” and again 
in verse 16, “And thine house and 
thy kingdom shall be established 
for ever before thee; thy throne 
shall be established for ever.” 

Isaiah 9:6, 7 promises a com- 
ing Child who should be born to 
be called “Wonderful, Counsellor, 
the Mighty God, the Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace, and 
promises that “Of the increase of 
His government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne 
of David, and upon his kingdom, 
to order it, and to establish it with 
judgment and with justice from 
henceforth even for ever. The zeal 
of the Lord of hosts will perform 
this.” Mind you, that is the throne 
of David at Jerusalem, not the 
throne of God in Heaven. When 
the Saviour was to be born, the 
angel Gabriel told Mary, “The Lord 
God shall give unto him the throne 
of his father David: and he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob for 
ever; and of his kingdom there 
shall be no end.”’ Jesus Himself was 
born to be King of the Jews, was 
rejected and crucified, but will re- 
turn yet to be King of the Jews, 
according to the Scriptures, and 
shall reign gloriously in Mount Zion 
(at Jerusalem). Then, Jesus said, 
the twelve apostles will sit on 
twelve thrones judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel (Matt. 19:28). 

It is clear then that God has 
wondrous plans for the Jewish race. 
They must be brought to their own 
land, Palestine, and inherit it for 
an everlasting possession. They 
must have Jesus, the Seed of David, 
to rule over them from Jerusalem. 
Jews must be converted to God, 
accept Christ as Saviour and Lord. 
Marvelous things are planned for 
the branches temporarily broken 
off but to be grafted in again to 
their own olive tree. When the 
fullness of the Gentiles is finished 
(Romans 11:25), then the blind- 
ness which in part has happened to 
Israel will pass away, they will see 
their Saviour and Messiah and will 
“So all Israel 
shall be saved: as it is written, 
There shall come out of Sion the 
Deliverer, and shall turn away un- 
godliness from Jacob” (Rom. 11: 
26.) 

You must know God’s plan for 
Israel in the Scripture or you can- 
not know why the terrific perse- 
cution which is now taking place 
and will continue until God’s plan 
is worked out. 


ll. Why Satan Hates the Jews 


Many sins that men commit come 
naturally from the fallen nature of 
mankind. But the persecution of 
the Jews is spurred on by the pow- 
ers of darkness. Underneath the 
blindness of world leaders who 
know not God, the distress of na- 
tions everywhere with perplexity 
and with men’s heart failing them 
for fear, the hand of Satan is mov- 
ing. And his plans and purposes 
are clearly foretold in the Bible. 

Revelation, chapter 12, explains 
this hatred of Jews on the part of 
Satan. 

“1. And there appeared a 
great wonder in heaven; a 
woman clothed with the sun, 
and the moon under her feet, 
and upon her head a crown of 
twelve stars; 

“2. And she being with child 
cried, travailing in birth, and 
pained to be delivered.” 

(The woman is Israel, the child to 
be born ig the Saviour). 

“8. And there appeared an- 
other: wonder in heaven; and 
behold a great. red dragon, 
having seven heads and ten 
horns, and seven crowns upon 
his heads. 

“4. And his tail drew the 
third part of the stars of heav- 
en, and did cast them to the 
earth: and the dragon stood 
before the woman which was 
ready to be delivered, for to 
devour her child ag soon as it 
was born. 

“5. And she brought forth a 
man child, who was to rule all 
nations with a rod of iron; and 
her child was caught up unto 
God, and to his throne.” 

(The great red dragon is Satan, 
as is clearly told in verse 9, “And 
the great dragon ... that old ser- 
pent, called the Devil and Satan.” 
The man child is Christ, “Who was 
to rule all nations with a rod of 
iron.” Satan tried to kill Christ 


at His birth through King Herod, 
but failed. The particular reason 
that Satan hates Christ was that 
Christ is in the future to rule the 
whole world. That rule is yet fu- 
ture and Satan desperately plans 
to block the reign of Christ in this 
world!) 
“6. And the woman fied into 
the wilderness, where she hath 
a place prepared of God, that 
they should feed her there a 
thousand two hundred and 
threescore days” (Rev. 12:6). 


The woman is Israel or the Jew- 
ish people. The time steps forward 
into the future. The past tense is 
used in this Scripture as it is 
throughout the book of Revelation 
simply because im the plan of God 
it is as certain as if already ac- 
complished. The Jews are hated 
for Christ’s sake. The Jewish race 
is inescapably linked up with the 
reign of Christ on earth. There- 
fore Satan will desperately try to 
exterminate the Jews and build his 
own kingdom on earth. And verse 
6 above prophesies that Jewish peo. 
ple, pictured by this woman, the 
mother of the man child, Christ, 
will be dispersed into the world 
wilderness and there hidden and 
protected by God’s providence for 
1,260 days. 1,260 days equals forty- 
two months or three and a half 
years and is one-half of the ‘“week”’ 
of seven years pictured in Daniel 
9:27. This period of time is repeat- 
edly given as the “great tribula- 
tion” (Rev. 7:14), the time when 
Jerusalem will be trodden under 
foot of the Gentiles 


(Rev. 11:2), ,; 


the time when the wicked Man of | 


Sin will rule the whole world (Dan. 
7:25; Rev. 13:5, 7). It ig “the time 
of Jacob’s trouble” (Jer. 30:7). 

Satan who now accuses the saints 
before God and is the prince of the 
power of the air will one day be 
cast down to the earth, will raise 
up a man, Satan incarnate, to car- 
ry on his work of ruling the world 
and killing Jews. Now read care- 
fully Revelation 12:13-17, remem- 
bering that the dragon or serpent 
means Satan, the man child is 
Christ, and the woman means Is- 
rael, the Jews. 

“13. And when the dragon 
saw that he was cast unto 
the earth, he persecuted the 
woman which brought forth the 
man child. 

“14. And to the woman were 
gwen two wings of a great 
eagle, that she might fly mto 
the wilderness, unto her place, 
where she is nourished for a 
time, and twmes, and half a 
time, from the face of the ser- 
pent. 

“15. And the serpent cast 
out of his mouth water as a 
flood, after the woman, that 
he might cause her to be car- 
ried away of the flood. 

“16. And the earth helped 
the woman, and the earth 
opened her mouth, and swal- 
lowed up the flood which the 
dragon cast out of his mouth. 

“17. And the drayon was 
wroth with the woman, and 
went to make war with the 
remnant of her seed, which 
keep the commandments of 
God, and have the testimony of 
Jesus Christ.” 

Israel thus is to be persecuted, 
hated by Satan, persecuted by his 
rulers. But God is to take the part 
of the Jews. He will hide some of 
them in persecution. He will at 
last save the whole nat’on, will de- 
stroy the Antichrist or Man of sin, 
Satan’s world dictator. Jews will 
turn to God and the nation will be 
gloriously saved. 

Here you see why Satan hates 
the Jews. 

Once in the wilderness by the 
Jordan River, the Son of God and 
the Son of man, born to be King 
of the Jews, fasted forty days and 
was driven by the Spirit to meet 
Satan. He refused to make bread 
out of stones. He refused to gain 
the applause of men by casting 
Himself down from the temple. 
Then Satan brought out into the 
open the one great object of his 
fight against Christ. Satan wants 
to rule over men, wants to rule 
on this earth. Do not think of Sa- 
tan as being in Hell for he is not. 
Rather, he is now “the god of this 
world” (II Cor. 4:4). So Satan 
tried to bribe Jesus and make Him 
simply an Antichrist, ruling in the 
power of Satan over this world in- 
stead of coming back to reign as 
God’s appointed, righteous ruler. 
The Scripture says in Matthew 4; 
8, 9,

Ill. Why God Allows Jewish 
Persecution 


From Revelation, chapter 12, we 
can well see how Satan hates the 
Jews and would persecute them, or 
if possible, destroy them and make 
impossible the reign of Christ on 
earth as foretold in the Scriptures. 
But why, O why, does God permit 
people so dear to His heart to suf- 
fer such outrage, such sorrow, such 
poverty and abuse? That quest.on, ‘ 
too, is answered from the Bible. 

When Moses was about to lead 
the children of Israel into the land 
of Canaan after they were brought 
out of Egypt, God gave them some 
very clear warnings in the book 
of Deuteronomy. In Deuteronomy 
28:1, 2, the Lord said: 

“And it shall come to pass, 
if thou shalt hearken diligent- 
ly unto the voice of the Lord 
thy God, to observe and to do 
all his commandments which I 
command thee this day, that 
the Lord thy God will set thee 


on high above all nations of | 


the earth; 
“And all these blessings shall

Verses 63 to 67 say: 

“63. And it shall come to 


come on thee, and overtake 

thee, if thou shalt hearken un- 

to the voice of the Lord thy 

God.” 

Then follows twelve verses prom. 
ising blessings of city and field and 
body and ground, of cattle and 


pass, that as the Lord rejoiced 
over you to do you good, and to 
multiply you; so the Lord will 
rejoice over you to destroy you, 
and to bring you to nought; 
and ye shall be plucked from 
off the land whither thou go- 


flocks and basket and store; bless- 
ings in peace and war, blessings in 
all they set their hands to. How- 
ever all these blessings were con- 
ditions, according to verse thirteen, 
“If that thou hearken unto the 
commandments of the Lord thy 
God, which I command thee this 
day, to observe and to do them.” 

But beginning with verse fifteen 
the remainder of Deuteronomy 
chapter 28 is filled with fearful 
warnings. It begins, saying: 

“But it shall come to pass, 
if thou wilt not hearken unto 
the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to observe and to do all his 
commandments and his stat- 
utes which I commanded thee 
this day; that all these curses 
shall come upon thee, and over- 
take thee.” 

And then follows cursings of city 
and field; of basket and store; of 
the fruit of the body and of the 
field and of cattle and flocks. 
Notice the following things that 
are prom.sed to come upon the 
Jews if they should not follow the 
Lord and keep His commandments. 

Verse 25 says: 

“The Lord shall cause thee 
to be smitten before thine ene- 
mies; thou shait go out one 
way against them, and flee 
seven ways before them; and 
shalt be removed into all the 
kingdoms of the earth.” 
Verses 29 to 34 say: 


est to possess it. 

“64. And the Lord shail scat- 

ter thee among all people, 
from the one end of the earth 
even unto the other; and there 
thou shalt serve other gods, 
which neither thou'nor thy fa- 
thers have known, even wood 
and stone. 
“65. And among these nations 
shalt thou find no ease, netth- 
er shall the sole of thy foot 
have rest; but the Lord shall 
giwe thee there a trembling 
heart, and falling of eyes, and 
sorrow of mind; 

“66. And thy life shall hang 
in doubt before thee; and thou 
shalt fear day and night, and 
shalt have none assurance of 
thy life; 

“67. In the morning. thou 
shalt say, Would God it were 
even! and at even thou shalt 
say, Would God it were morn- 
ing! for the fear of thine heart 


wherewith thou shalt fear, and 
for the sight of thine eyes 
which thou shalt: see.” 


Read those awesome words again 
and you will see that God plainly 
promised the children of Israel 
should be cursed, should be taken 
out of their own land, should be 
rejected of others, should be op- 
pressed, abused, 
secuted and in constant fear of 
their lives; and that all these things 
should come because they turned 
from serving the Lord their God. 


“And thou shalt grope at 
noonday, as the blind gropeth 
in darkness, and thou shalt not 
prosper in thy ways; and thou 
Shalt be only oppressed and 
spoiled evermore, and no man 
Shall save thee. 

“Thou shalt betroth a wife, 
and another man shall lie with 
her; thou shalt build an house, 
and thou shalt not dwell there- 
in; thou shalt plant a vineyard, 
and shalt not gather the grapes 
thereof. 

“Thine ox shall be slain be- 
fore thine eyes, and thou shalt 
not eat thereof; thine ass shall 
be violently taken away from 
before thy face, and shall not 
be restored to thee; thy sheep 
shall be given unto thine ene- 
mies, and thou shalt have none 
to rescue them. 

“Thy sons and thy daughters 
shall be given unto another 
people, and thine eyes shall 
look, and fail with longing for 
them all the day long; and 
there shall. be no. might ..in 
thine land. . 

“The fruit of thy land, and 
all thy labours, shall a na- 
tion. which thou knowest not 
eat up; and thou shalt be only 
oppressed and crushed alway; 

“So that thou shalt be mad 
for the sight of thine eyes 
which thou shalt see.’’ 

Verse 45 says: 

“Moreover all these curses 
shall come wpon thee, and shall 
pursue thee, and overtake thee, 
till thou be destroyed; because 
thou hearkenest not unto the 


From time to time God brought 
|_punishment upon the children otf 
Israel. In the t.mes of the Judg- 


es, the Midianites and Philistines 
and others overran their 


land. In 
the days of the kings various wars 
and troubles came upcn them be- 
cause they did not hearken to the 
Lord. Finally both the Northern 
and Southern kingdoms were Car- 
ried into captivity because of their 
sin, and after seventy years a rem- 
nant of all the tribes were brought 
back to Canaan in the days of 
Nehemiah and Ezra. But in all 
these troubles the plagues of God 
were not fulfilled altogether. They 
were carried captive of Babylon 
but it had not yet happened that 
the Lord had “Scattered thee among 
ALL people, FROM THE ONE 
END OF THE EARTH EVEN UN- 
TO THE OTHER” as was prophe- 
sied in Deuteronomy 28:64. The 
great persecution of the Jews had 
not yet begun when Jesus was here 
on earth. 

When did it begin? The age of 
persecution for the Jews began in 
A. D. 70 when the Roman army 
under Titus destroyed Jerusalem. 
That is made clear by the words 
of Jesus in Luke 21:20-24. Read 
it carefully. 

“And when ye shall see Jeru- 
salem compassed with armies, 
then know that the desolation 
thereof is nigh. 

“Then let them which are in 
Judaea flee to the mountains; 
and let them which are in the 
midst of it depart out; and let 
not them that are in the coun- 
tries enter thereinto.

“But woe unto them that 
are with child, and to them 
that give suck, in those days!

“And they shall fall by the 
edge of the sword, and shall 
be led away captive into all 
nations; and Jerusalem shall 
be trodden down of the Gen- 
tiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled” (Luke 21: 
20-24. 

All the other sins of the Jewish 
nation never compared to their sin 
in rejecting Christ, their own Mes- 
siah and Jewish King. When Pilate 
washed his hands before the mul- 
titude saying, “I am innocent of 
the blood of this just person; see 
ye to it,” in the trial of Jesus, 
“Then answered all the people, and 
said, His blood be on us, and on 
our children” (Matt. 27:24, 25). So 
before Jesus walked that lonely 
way of sorrows to the cross He 
warned the Jews that the destruc- 
tion of their city would soon come, 
that Jews will be dispersed to all 
nations of the earth and that there 
would be “great distress in the 
land, and wrath upon this people.”’ 
Notice particularly Luke 21:22, 
“For these be the days of venge- 
ance, that all things which are 
written may be fulfilled.” In A. D. 
70, nearly forty years after the 
crucifixion, the Roman army under 
Titus besieged Jerusalem which 
was then in revolt and at last took 
it with terrible slaughter. Josephus 
said that 1,100,000 Jews perished 
in one day after a siege so horrible 
that cultured women cooked and 
ate their own children before the 
city fell. Ninety thousand Jews 
were sold into slavery in Egypt and 
elsewhere. The temple was burned 
down. The remnant of Jews was 
scattered literally to all the world 
and none left in Palestine. The 
Arabs took possession, and even 
today the Mohammedan Mosque of 
Omar stands upon the exact site
